A jury, after deliberating for ex- 
actly one hour, found him guilty of 
murder inthe first degree in the slay- 
ing on February 20, 1925, of ‘Robert 
H. Holtman; a prison guard. The pen- 
alty is hanging or a life sentence, at 
the option of the judge. 

The moments during and immedi- 
ately preceding the sentencing of the 
“Candy Kid” were choked with drama. 

Many Women Present. 

The jury retired at 4:40 o'clock, 
eastern standard time. An hour later, 
when word came the verdict had been 
re :ched, the courtroom was jammed, 
hundreds standing in the aisles, be- 
hind the bench, beside ‘the jury box, 
anywhere there was foot room. The 
crowd was mostly women. The at- 
mosphere of impending tragedy per- 
vaded the place. Over the drone of 
low conversation the whirr of a sin- 
gle electric fan was heard. Mrs. Mar- 
garet H. (“Tiger Lil”) Whittemore, 
sat with her husband's father, Raw- 
lings H. Whittemore, in a front seat, 
directly behind the chair occupied by 
the “Candy Kid” throughout the trial. 

Edgar Allen Poe, chief defense at- 
torney, and Herbert O'Connor, state's 


attorney, were not in the courtroom 
whea word of the verdict came. Su- 

me Bench Judge O’Dunne sent mes- 
sengers for them and it was 15 min- 
utes before the jury filed in. 

During this wait “Tiger Lil” bit 
her finger-nails, squirmed in her seat 
and tried to smile, but it was plain 
that she feared the worst. She has 
been loyal to the “Candy Kid” for 
four years. 


Candy Kid Enters. 


A hush fell over the courtroom as 
the stern-faced jury marched back into 
the box it occupied for three days. It 
was followed closely by the “Candy 
Kid,” walking between two guards. 

The “Candy Kid” arose, his face 
flushed, but his upraised arm steady 
as he faced the jury to hear his fate. 

When the foreman announced “guil- 
ty of murder in the first degree,” his 
face did not change expression. And 
before the eearde Jorkee him back into 
_ chair, the shriek of a woman rent 
the air. 

“Tiger Lil” had collapsed, but as 
she wees from her seat, with tears 
streaming down her cheeks, she threw

6. Syria is to join the League of 
Nations on the same status at iraq. 

7. Monetary reform, restoring the 
gold standard and abolishing the pres- 
ent depreciated money, based on the 
franc. 

8. General amnesty for all rebels 
except those accused of private . urder 
and looting. 

9. State of siege is lifted from 
Damascus, etc., as well as indemnities 
imposed are lifted. 

10. Aid for war. victims.

By winning a decisive batile at Sue 
Ida, France is able to grant extraor- 
dinarily good terms, which 1s all 
the more remarkable because France 
is on the point of decisively -rushing 
the rebellion elsewhere.

LANE BANK GIVES 
FARM SCHOLARSHIP 


Savannah, Ga., May 21.—(4)—The 
Citizens and Southern bank has cre- 
ated a foundation at the college of 
agriculture of the University of Geor- 
gia by contributing $150 a month for 
five years, to be used as 
to students, it was announced here 


to maintain a certain number of boys 
in the college of agriculture perpet- 
ually. 

In a letter to Andrew M. Soule, 
president of the college, announcing 
the board of directors in this matter, 
Mills B. Lane, president of the Citi- 
zens and Southern bank, says that he 
feels that the only way‘ to develop 
Georgia is to educate the citizenship 
and that the way to begin is to start 
with the farmer, the man who pro- 
duces primary money. 

The establishmemnt of such a 
foundation was suggested to Mr. Lane 
by Dr. Soule and met with his ap- 
proval. He brought the plan before 
the board of directors of the bank this 
week and they gave it their appro- 
val. The monthly payments will be 
started as soon as the college of agri- 
culture desires it, Mr. Lane says, and 
will continue over a period of five 
years, during which time a certain 
number of boys will have had the ad- 
vantages of college training in agri- 
culture on loan scholarships. 

Their payment of these loans will 
automatically create the permanent

New York, May 21.—(/)—A bright 
picture of business and labor con- 
ditions in the United States was 
drawn today by Elbert H. Gary be- 
fore 2,000 members of the American 
Iron and Steel institute in annual 
convention. 

Mr. Gary, president of the insti- 
tute and for the past quarter century 
head of the United States Steel cor- 
poration,.expressed the opinion that 
business conditions here were as good 
as they have ever been, and perhaps 
better. 

Contrasting labor conditions here 
with those in England, which gave 
rise to the general strike, he declared 
that labor in this country is weil 
treatéd and appreciative. Wages he 
believed fair on the whole though in 
certain. lines “outrageously high.” 
The law of supply and demand, he 
thought, would take care of ‘nequali- 
ties in wages and “sooner or later 
bring these matters to a just and 
proper regulation.” 

Mr. Gary’s address was followed by

New York, May 21.—A minute or 
so before the stock market opens every 
morning every stock exchange house 
has a man in the customers’ room 
holding a telephone to get sentiment 
on the stock exchange floor reflected 
by the accumulated orders on hand 
to be executed at the opening. This 
morning’s message was: “Buyers all 
around floor.” This was not sur- 
prising to those who believed that 
there was a_ locked-in outstanding 
short interest in the stock market. 

The first signs of a change in the 
stock market picture came some two 
weeks ago when the Morgan-First 
National interests began to express 
confidence in the general stock ovt- 
look by the dividend action taken in 
General Electric, General Motors and 
U. 8. Steel. 

What happened yesterday in Hud- 
son Motors was the last evidence need- } 
ed to convince some traders who were 
short of the stock market that they 
were on the wrong side of the market. 

On the widely-published false crete 
that only the regular Hudson Motors 
dividend had been declared there was 
only a slight decline in the stock mar- 
ket, indicating that the market re- 
fused to break on the worst construc- 
tion that could be put on the expected 
Hudson Motors dividend. When it was 
learned ‘that the regular Hudson divi- 
dend had been increased and that a 
stock dividend had been declared the 
only sensible constraction to be put on 
such action was that the Hudson 
Motor directors, like the Morgan-First 
National interests, had confidence in 
the future outlook for general trade. 

To Fix Responsibility. 


Wall street does not know yet who 
was responsible for putting ont the 
false news on the Hudson Motor divi- 
dend action, and judgment is being 
suspended until the stock exchange 
completes its pending investigativn. 
However, enough has ben learned to 
make Wall street confident that while 
somebody did something to punish 
somebody else short of motor shares in 


general, and short of Hudson in par-} 


ticular, the somebody who did the 
punishing has not been connected di- 
rectly with official action taken by 
the Hudson Motor diréctors. There is 
abselutely no evidence to show that 
the Hudson Motor directors were re- 
sponsible for the false news that was 
put out. 

Ever since the stock market began 
its sensational break in prices short- 
ly after the middle of February on 
signs that there was to be a slow- 
ing down in general trade instead of 
the high volume of production ex- 
pected Wall street has been waiting 
to see what E. H. Gary would say at 
today’s meeting of the American Iron 
and Steel Institute, the first since 
the end of last October when Mr. 
Gary said the country was on the eve 
of a period of great prosperity with 
steel men to turn away orders before 
the May meeting of the institute. 
What Mr. Gary did say today was: 
“The basic industrial conditions of 
this country at the present time, tak- 
ing into aceount all that could be 
truthfully said for and against are 
very much better than on the aver- 
age, and on the whole about as good 
as they have ever been, perhaps bet- 
ter.”

WATKINS CRITICISES 


REGIME OF ‘POLITICS’ 


._ “Professional politicians, restrained 
somewhat by farmers, labor unions 
and wonien, govern this country,” 
Edgar Watkins, Atlanta attorney, de- 
clared Friday in an address at the 
weekly luncheon of the Civitan club 
at the Ansley hotel. 

“Farmers, and labor unions, large 
in number, honest in purpose, with 
views circumscribed by their own sit- 
uations, influence legislation supposed- 
ly favorable to them,” he continued. 
“We have farm relief acts, some of 
which are not wholly valueless to 
farmers but which give relief more 
largely to congressmen who desire re- 
election. Special legislation, ostensibly 
on behalf of labor but more effective 
in inducing labor to vote for the au- 
thors, has been passed. 

“Women, on ec@homic questions, 
usually divide practically as do the 
men. The wife of a farmer or of a 
labor unionist naturally, on. these 
questions, sees and judges situations 
largely as her husband. On moral 
questions women frequently form a 
bloc and largely influence legisla- 
tion having as its avowed purpose the 
improvement of morals.” 

Mr. Watkins attacked the system of 
many laws, which he said, were due 
primarily to the efforts of politicians 
to win favor with the people. He also 


-attacked high taxes and declared that 


until .the people decide on the elec- 
tion of real upright citizens to public 
offices petty laws and improper taxes 
will continue to be placed on the 
people.
